DEATH OF MISS B, CODE 


Mr. and Mrs. W. P. Code and house- 
hold and the whole family connection 
will have the deep sympathy of the 
district in the death at Coronation 
hospital on Wednesday night of their 
first-born—Elizabeth (Bessie)—in her 
24th year. It will be recalled that Mr. 
and Mrs. Code were summoned. to 
Coronation two weeks ago by word of 
the critical condition of their daughter 
who had been teaching in that district. 
She hal been taken down with what 
appeared to be some kind of fever, but 
appendicitis had developed and an 
operation was performed two weeks 
ago. It was subsequently discovered 
that the fever was typhoid fever, and 
the condition of Miss Code has been 
very serious from the beginning, her 
mother keeping faithful watch with 
the nurses day and night. There was 
hope that her youth and vigor would 
carry her through the drain on her 
strength, but the critical turn found 
her too weak to rally, and she quietly 
passed on. She was born on the Code 
farm and was widely and_ favorably 
known through Springvale and Wil- 
iowdale, having the sterling character 
and loyal service of the families from 
which she sprang. She has been teach- 
ing the past three or four years and 
has acceptably tilled her various posi- 
tions. 

The funeral took place on Saturday 
afternoon. The service at the Pres- 
byterian Church was very impressive, 
ths building being crowded to the 
doors with old friends and relatives 
from Springvale, Clearview, Willow- 
dale, ‘Horn Hill, Penhold, Valley 
Centre and other districts. The ser- 
vices were taken by Rev. J. L. Hughes 
and Rev. W. G. Brown. The hymns 
“Safe in the Arms of Jesus’ and 
“Abide With Me” were sung, the Rev. 
Mr. Hughes singing as a solo, “Lead 
Kindly Light,” which brought tears to 
many eyes, The following were the 
pall bearers: James Reay, Springvale;

Cc. M. ELLIOTT, WHEAT POOL 
HEAD, DIES AT COAST 


Chester M. Elliott, aged 34 years, of 
Calgary, manager of the Alberta 
wheat pool since its inception a year 
and a half ago, died suddenly in a 
Vancouver hospital at five o'clock 
Sunday afternoon from heart trouble. 

Mr. Elliott’s death came as a sud- 
den shock to his friends in Calgary, 
for it had been understood that he 
had gone to the Pacific coast on a 
business trip, which also was consid- 
ered as a trip for a rest. Yes- 
terday afternoon, between 3 and 4 
o'clock, Mrs. C. M. Elliott received a 
telegram which read “Chester very 
sick in hospital. Come at once.” 
His wife immediately made prepara- 
tions to leave Calgary for the coast 
on the evening train, and was accom- 
panied tg the station by Mr. and Mrs. 
i. S. M@Rory, personal friends. Just 


telegram was handed to her at the 
depot briefly announcing her — hus- 
band’s death at 5 o’clock. Her friends 
endeavored to persuade her to re- 
main here, as arrangements had been 
made to send the body on, but she in- 
sisted on going to the coast.

BOARD OF TRADE 


The regular meeting of the Board 
of Trade was held on Monday night. 
President E. S. Hogg was in the chair, 
and the members present were Fred 
Turnbull, J. O. Brazier, W. B. Lord, A. 
G. Bulfock, R. B, Welliver and C. F. 
Oarswell. C. F. Carswell was appoint- 
ed Secretary pro tem. 

The minutes of several meetings 
having been read and adopted, a quan- 
tity of correspondence was read. 
(Most of this was of an unimportant 
nature, being enquiries concerning 
the country, work and business oppor- 
tunities here. Secretary Stephenson 
had in all cases sent full and complete 
information where requested. 

The Winnipeg Board of Trade sent 
a copy of a resolution passed ‘by them 
condemning the recent action of the 
railway commissioners with respect 
to the Crows Nest Pass agreement. 
They felt that all the West must act 
together in a huge protest to the gov- 
ernment. They had sixty representa- 
tive men in [Manitoba on a committee 
dealing with the question and they 
were meeting at once. The Board of 
Trade here endorsed the resolution 
and instructed the secretary to send 
notice of the endorsation to A. Speak- 
man, M.P., Hon. Mr. Graham, minister 
of railways and to Premier Greenfield, 

R. B. Welliver reported for the in- 
dustrial committee on the matter of 
the Co-operative Pork Packing plant 
here. He had taken it up at length 
with Horace Meeres, who suggested 
that the Board write to all U.F.A. 
locals within a radius of fifty miles 
asking their views and co-operation. 
The Board rather felt that they should 
not be asked to originate the scheme, 
although they would be glad to give 
all possible assistance. A motion was 
adopted “that the matter of the co- 
operative pork packing plant be r:2- 
ferred to the Central Alberta Farmers’ 
Co-operat¥ve Marketing Association, 
and that Mr. Meeres be advised that 
this Board considers that the ‘best 
course to pursue.” 

Mr. Welliver reported also on the 
flour mill project. Mr. Ricker, who 
was back of this scheme and prepared 
to sink considerable of his own money 


in it, had received the endorsation of 


the Board of Trade and the local 
U.F.A. He had been out on a canvass 
for the thousand dollars additional 
capital he needed and had met with 
fair success, sufficient to justify ex- 
pectations that the amount could be 
easily raised. Before the canvass was 
complete, he was called home.to Hal- 
kirk by illness in his family, and the 
matter is, for the time being, at a 
standstill. 

The entertainment committee were 
instructed totake up with the proprie- 
tors of the McBride Hotel the question 
of catering for their monthly luncheon. 
Premier Greenfield has accepted an 
invitation to be present at the Novem- 
ber meeting and it is expected that a 
very large turnout will be present. 

The meeting adjourned quite early 
in the evening owing to having run 
out of ‘business.

LINING THE CONNAUGHT TUNNEL

Hi up on the crest of the lofty Se!kirks with half 
: a dozen of the finest mountain peaks in the 
world hunching their snow-clad shoulders about its 
rows of trim brown houses, lies the picturesque town 
‘of Glacier on the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
‘Railway through British Columbia. Three and a 
half miles distant from this little construction centre, 
which has virtually been called into being through 
the lining of the Connaught Tunnel, hangs the great 
Illecillewact Glacier on the slopes of Mount Mac- 
donald and two miles nearer nestles Glacier House, 
the annual mecca of thousands of summer ‘tourists. 

Few of the surrounding peaks at Glacier are less 
than 9,000 feet in altitude The famous Cheops, 
Mount Sir Donald, Ross, Eagle and Abbott Peaks en- 
eircle the little settlement. In winter time a blanket 
of snow enfolds town and mountains alike In spring 
the brilliant yellow slide lilies follow the ever-reced- 
ing snow line as it climbs higher and higher up the 
mountuin sides. Life is enlivened in the summer 
time by the crowds of guests who throng Glacier 
House and transforms the scene again with generous 
splashes of orange, crimson and russet. 

Common interest in the great engineering project 
under way has brought about a very definite com. 
munity spirit at Glacier. For almost every young: 
ster’s daddy works in the big tunnel in one or other 
of the various branches of work which the lining de- 
mands, and every household is regulated by a schedule 
of working hours which begin at 5 a.m. and end at 
1.15. Half a hundred children attend the little brown 
school house and various clubs for the grown-ups 
provide interests of a recreational and cultural 
nature, 

Engineers, foremen, carpenters, machinists, drillers, 
electricians, laborers and train crews make up the 
Wage earners among the 600 residents of Glacier. 
Single men live in a well ordered camp. Here, as in 
the little homes where the men with families live, all 
the conveniences of a modern city are enjoyed includ- 
ing electric lights and running water piped from a 
nearby mountain stream, 

The lining of this five mile tunnel, the longest 
on the American continent, with a steel reinforced 
concrete jacket represents one of the most interesting 
engineering projects now under way anywhere in the 
world. 

Beneath 6,000 feet of mountain the Connaught 
Tunnel cuts under Mount Macdonald between the sta- 
tions of Connaught and Glacier. With the opening 
of this underground short-cut in 1916 the Canadian 
Pacific Railway overcame the many difficulties which 
the old Rogers Pass route had presented. Track 
curvature to an amount corresponding to scven com- 
plete circles was eliminated; the summit attained by 
the Railway was reduced by 552 feet; the trackage 
~vas shortened by four and a half miles and more 
than four miles of snow sheds which had been neces- 
sary on the slopes of Mount Macdonald were dis- 
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The lining of the “big hole” was begun in 1920 
und when this work is completed the Connaught 
Tunnel will stand as one of the finest and most com- 
plete engineering jobs in the universe. Undertaken 
in the name of safety, the Connaught Tunnel has 
always been a “safety first” proposition. Throughout 
its construction days, during the eight years it has 
been in operation and the four years that it has 
already taken to line it, it has been singularly free 
from accident. 


Nearly 500,000 sacks of Canadian cement will 
have gone into the lining of the Connaught Tunnel 
when it is finished. Practically all the machinery 
used in the work is Canadian made, including the 
huge compressors and powerful motors. The four 
types of reinforced steel collapsible forms, which are 
used in the various stages of the lining process, came 
from a western Canadian plant and the Sydney E. 
Junkins Company, B.C., Limited, construction engi- 
neers are in charge of its lining. 

The tunnel’s concrete jacket is completed in sec- 
tions 22 feet long, each section taking about four or 
five days to prepare, when it is sometimes necessary 
to do considerable blasting, one day to fil] with con- 
erete and three days in which to set. Six complete 
sets of forms are at work within the tunnel] which 
means a completed section for evary working day in 
‘he week, or a total of 132 feet in six days. 9 


> More than 100 powerful flood lamps illuminate the 

sunnel at these six working points. Owing to the 
remarkable ventilating system, which in itself is one 
of the most interesting and important features of 
the tunnel, working conditions are excellent. At the 
western portal two great stee) fans, driven by two 
500 h.p. four cylinder semi-Diese] engines, turn at 
the rate of 255 revolutions a minute driving a brisk 
breeze through the five-mile length of this great 
inderground passage.

NEW CANADIAN SECRET ORDER 


With the ambition of assisting the 
‘Canadian-born, and fostering belief in 
the Dominion, the “Sons of Canada,” 
a new secret fraternal order, has 
made application at Ottawa for a 
charter. Strong efforts will be made 
by the “Sons of Canada” to keep 
Canadians in their own country. The 
organizers point to the fact that 
there are “Sons of England,” “Sons of 
Scotland,” and organizations with 
still other filial attachments, but that 
there is no distinctively (Canadian or- 
der.

‘threshing of the grain for nearly a 
week, but the past fortnight has been 
ideal for threshing operations. Frost, 
backward weather and the second 
growth of grain consequent upon late 
rains, have resulted in considerable 
tough grain coming to market, and a 
general lowering of the grades of all 
grains throughout the province, chief- 
ly in Central and Northern districts. 

Though a large area in the Province 
is producing light yields this season, 
due to lack of sufficient moisture in 
the early part of the growing season, 
some districts are recording very 
satisfactory yields of both wheat and 
oats. In certain districts of Southern 
Alberta, high average yields are bhe- 
ing obtained, and the same applies to 
the more ‘favored districts of Central 
Alberta and the northern district of 
Peace River. 

In ths irrigation districts, fall irri- 
gating is being done on a large scale, 
and a considerable area is being 
prepared for sugar beets for next 
season. 

Feed is fairly plentiful throughout 
the province, and will not present any 
serlous problem during the coming 
winter. A large amount of greenfced 
is being harvested, although the hay 
crop has been light. The alfalfa 
crops in the south have been good and 
of excellent quality.

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THE ONTARIO 
LIQUOR REFERENDUM 


On the 28rd of October, Ontario is 
to vote on the question of the contin- 
uation or alteration of the present 
Prohibition law in that province. Al- 
though the liquor question has, it is 
to be hoped, been settled for some 
time to come as far as Western Can- 
ada is concerned, it remains of such 
importance that the decision taken 
with regard to it by the premier prov- 
ince of the Dominion must be of in- 
terest to us all 

This is the sixth time since 1867 
that Ontario has voted on the liquor 
question, and hitherto the voting has 
gone against the liquor traffic, though 
not until the war and the post-war 
period was the majority or the provin- 
cial power sufficient entirely to abol- 
ish the sale of liquor. Now, however. 
Ontario has had its period of prohibt- 
tion, and has also been able to watch 
itS working in other provinces of Can- 
ada and in the United States. It re 
mains to be seen whether the people 
of Ontariotake the same view as the 
Western provinces and Quebec—that 
complete prohibition is too drastic a 
remedy for the disease of drunken- 
ness. They will have the advantage 
of being able to form their opinions 
in the light of the working of the gov- 
ernment control systems introduced 
in various provinces of the Dominion, 
and to select which system, if any, 
is best calculated to replace complete 
prohibition with advantage. There 
have been disquieting reports as to 
the state of things in (Manitoba under 
government control, suggestions that 
the law {s being broken as freely now 
as it was in prohibition days. On tie 
other hand, there are indications in 
our own province of Alberta that the 
consumption of spirits has been very 
largely reduced under our present 
system and replaced by the less harm- 
ul, if not admirable, drinking of beer. 
It is perhaps a pity that the Ontario 
vote is being taken so soon after that 
of Saskatchewan. Jt would probably 
have helped the Ontario voters to 
come to a wise decision-if there had 
been time for the Saskatchewan sys- 
tem of exclusively government sale 
to get into full working order and to 
furnish, a basis of comparison with 
the Alberta system of beer licences. 

There is real ground for believing 
that the people of Canada are in earn- 
est in their dealing with this very 
difficult problem. There are extrem- 
ists on both sides who are not in- 
clined to give much consideration to 
any views at variance with their own, 
but the bulk of the people do really 
wish to see established whatever sys- 
tem will combine most successfully 
the elimination of the unquestionable 
evil of alcoholic excess with the main- 
tenance of reasonable liberty for the 
moderatg and-emergency use of stim- 
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modern industrial system has bean 
accompanied by the growth of class 
hatred and suspicion, making for sus- 
picion and friction rather than confi- 
dence and co-operation between dif- 
ferent classes in the industrial world. 
It is that poisoned atmosphere of self- 
ishness which has given rise to the 
terrible poverty and city slums in 
which the poorer classes have had to 
live, and, on the other hand, to the 
constant succession of crippling 
strikes and disputes and to the wildly 
impracticable schemes of communis- 
tic dreamers and firebrands. Until 
that atmosphere is dispersed, it is 
unlikely that sound and prosperous 
conditions can bé established in the 
world of trade, and the course of 
labor, like the course of true love in 
the dime novels, is unlikely to run 
smooth.

ACCUSED KILLER OF NELS 

FREDERICKSON, TAKEN AT 
MOOSE JAW 

A telephone message from the As- 
sistant Commissioner, J. D. Nichol- 
son, of the A.PJP. at Edmonton, to 
Inspector Blankley, Calgary, received 
Tuesday afternoon, informed Inspec 
tor Blankley, that Mike Slensk, allas 
Mike Silenske, alias John Aelnfke, the 
suspected murderer of Nels Frederick- 
son, the Mraserton farmer, who was 
found dead in his shack on March 
28th, 1924, had ‘been arrested in 
Moose Jaw, Monday evening, by the 
Saskatchewan police. 

Detectva Schoeppe, of the head- 
quarter staff, of the police force, at 
Calgary, left by the afternoon train to 
bring the accused to Calgary. 

The man who has been arrested was 
traced to Beisker, where he left the 
team he drove from the farm of the 
murdered man and came to Calgary in 
an auto driven by a man who could 
mot afterwards be located by the 
police. After arriving in Calgary, he 
disappeared and no trace of his later 
movements could be found. His arrest 
at Moose Jaw it is believed will clear 
up the mystery of one of the most 
cold-blooded murders in the history 
of Alberta.

NO MORE SPECIAL 
TIMBER PERMITS 


Hon. Charles Stewart Callls Off Sale 
in Athabasca Due to Strange 
Arrangement 


‘Hon. Charles Stewart, minister of 
the interior, is through making any 
special concessions in the matter of 
timber sales, never mind what kind 
of “deserving cause” is offered as an 
excuse, 

The minister reached this decision 
after a mistake that was made -in 
connection with the sale of a public 
timber berth in Athabasca, which was 
offered at the request of the Scottish 
Bmigrant Aid Society, an organization 
that is bringing Hebridean settlers 
to Alberta. 

In order to provide winter labor, 
the time for advertising this sale 
was reduced from the regulation 60 
days to 15 days. 

Apparently, somebody at Ottawa not 
only exceeded instructions by placing 
the purchase price of the lease at 
only $300, but also got tangledin the 
terms of the notice of sale, so that the 
purchaser of the lease, for the sum of 
$300, was enabled to go ahead and cut 
ties at the usual fee of ten cents a 
tie, while the purchase was determin- 
ed as between competing parties, by 
bidding mythical sums per thousand 
feet of lumber that would never be 
touched. 

The official who conducted the sale 
at‘the Edmonton land office, realiz- 
ing the absurdity of the proceedings, 
called the sale off, and the facts were 
later reported to the department at 
Ottawa. 

Mr. Stewart, when advised while in 
Edmonton of the facts of the case, at 
once instructed the land office that 
future sales of timber berths, no mat- 
ter what the circumstances, would be 
made in strict accordance with the 
regulations.
